Warns Drivers 
To Cut Speed 


‘*The motor vehicle is killing 
far more people than enemy bul- 
lets,’’ said Chief George A, Dane 
of the police department. 

“The public is keenly aware of 
the number of our boys who are 
killed in battle,’’ the chief con- 
tinued, ‘‘but the far more danger- 
ous killer we have here at home is 
given too little attention, From 
figures obtained through the 
Massachusetts Safety Council,’’ 
the chief said that, ‘“‘Mr. X, the 
millionth person to be killed in a 
motor vehicle accident, is expect- 
ed to meet his death sometime in 
December of this year, and that 
Mr. G. I. X., the millionth military 
man to be killed in battle, is ex- 
pected to be killed in Korea some- 
time this spring.’’ 

The chief pointed out that mili- 
tary deaths began with the Battle 
of Lexington on April 19, 1776 
and that automobile fatalities be- 
gan in 1900. The automobile has 
killed about as many persons in 
50 years as war has killed in 176 
years. In addition, during the 
same period nearly 30 million peo- 
ple have been injured in auto- 
mobile accidents in 50 years as 
compared to 1,250,000 men wound- 
ed in all wars for 176 years.

‘*No dictator can get along with an independent press,” 
writes the Los Angeles Times. This observation was prompted 
by what happened to LaPrensa of Buenos Aires, a newspaper 
which was founded in 1869 and has long had a world-wide repu- 
tation for integrity and accuracy. La Prensa achieved a very 
large circulation and it prospered accordingly. But it did the 
unforgivable—it was often critical of Juan Peron’s dictatorship 
in Argentina. So finally it has been done to death as a free 
medium of news and opinion. 


The press of Argentina, with a single exception, is now 
wholly controlled by the government. There will be no dissent- 
ing voice, no matter what the dictator does. 


Of all the safeguards which a people have against oppression, 
the free press is the most important, |t is not a coincidence that 
every dictator starts to muzzle the press as soon as he takes 
over the government. That is a matter of sheer necessity. For 
when men can speak and publish what they believe to the 
truth, injustice cannot long flower. Truth is what all dictators 


fear the most.

Reds Use MacArthur Issue 
To Cause British=U. S. Rift 


The MacArthur problem contain- 
ed the hazard of alienating Great 
Britain and other Allies, who were, 
and still are, alarmed by the strong 
anti-Communist policies advocated 
by the general and those who be- 
lieve as he does. 

A telling argument can be de- 
duced for the necessity of solid- 
arity among free peoples. Of 
course, we need every available 
partner from New Delhi to White- 
hall. But even more do India, 
Britain et al. need the powerful 
United States. 

Ever since the American Revo- 
lution there have been pockets of 
rancor for the British, provoked by 
memories, the historic [rish free- 
dom issue, trade clashes, old- 
fashioned imperialism and the in- 
herent snobbery that implies that 
Britannia always knows best. 

Persistently expressed censure 
of American motives is spreading 
anti-British prejudice here. Ameri- 
cans, regardless’ of personal 
opinions on controversial Mac- 
Arthur, resent the backbiting of 
the general by the Socialist sneer- 
ing claque and the appeasement 
tendencies of business men deal- 
ing with a Red China that is kill- 
ing American soldiers. Advice from
